Ingalls on the Dingley Bill. 


In a recent interview in the New 


York Journal, Ex-Senator John J. In- 
galls scores the recent utterances of 
Chairman Dingley, father of the new 
tariff bill. 
Mr. Ingalls says: 
"It is obvious that if the greenback 


treasury notes, silver certificates and 
other papar obligations of the govern- 
ment 
are to be 
presented for re- 


demption in gold, redeemed in gold, 
reissued and presented again for re- 
demptiun in gold indefinitely, it will 
be necessary to have surplus revenues 
in gold or to sell more bonds for gold. 


"There needs no ghost, my lord, 


come from the grave to tell us this." 


"As an economic proposition, it does 


not make much difference whether the 
people are taxed to obtain the surplus 
revenue or taxed to pay the bonds 
issued, to enable gamblers and brigands 
to plunder tho nation by methods that 
make Monte Carlo respectable. 
" It seems incredible that the ink is 


yet upon a contract by which President 
Cleveland transferred the protection of 
the treasury and the defense of the pub- 
lic credit to a foreign syndicate which 
agreed, for a profit of §8,000,000, to 
restrain their own depredations upon 
the gold reserve till tho following 
October. 
Any private business con- 


ducted on anon a scheme would consign 
its proprietor to the bankruptcy court, 
the almshonse or the penitentiary, ac- 
cording to tho caliber of his lawyer or 
the disposition of the jury. 


"The fatal infirmity of Mr. Ding- 


ley's theory is his assumptiau that the 
executive has the right to hold the 
greenbacks in the treasury, either to 
exchange for gold or for tho purpose of 
bonds. 
The 
greenacks 
limited to 


$346,018,016, 
were 
intended 
as 


permanent and constant addition to 
the legal tender currency of the coun- 
try, and any policy which has for its 
object their temporary or final with- 
drawal is without warrant in law. 


"Another defect in the hypothesis of 


Mr. Dingley is his assertion that the 
retention of the greenbacks in the 
treasury would not contract the cur- 
rency because the gold for which they 
were exchanged would enter into and 
become 
a part of the 
circulating 


medium of the country. 
Eveybody 


knows to tho contrary. 


"Practically gold is nover in circula- 


tion. 
It is not available in the daily 


transactions of wage earners because it 
is not susceptible of subdividing into 
coinage of small dominations. In placid 
times of traquil and contented pros- 
perity the people prefer paper and gold 
remains in unsought seclusion. 
When 


distrust and 
apprehension prevail, 


when credit is impaired and confidence 
shaken, then gold is hoarded or trans- 
ferred in bulk from kingdom to king- 
dom, to be buried in tbe vaults of the

to see him this morning. 
Mr. Bannon 


investigated and told Mr. Hudson that 
a board of education could make a rule 
requiring a teacher to read from the 
Bible every day, but a recent decision 
of the supreme conrt is that the teacher 
must make no comments on the passage 
read. He shall read it, if so ordered 
by the trustees or directors, but the 
pupils must interpret it for themselves. 
Mr. Hudson was satisfied with this in- 
formation, and in all probabilities the 
now.teacher at fche Victory school will 
be instructed to open school each morn- 
ing by reading from fche Bible, 
It is 


not known whether those who opposed 
the suggestion will make, any further 
effort to prevent it or not.

a contumacious witness, and the pres- 
ent efforts toward his pardon. 


The resolution proposes that Chap- 


man be brought to the bar of the sen- 
ate to purge himself of contumacy as 
a prerequisite to pardon. 


Mr. Allen sought to secure immedi- 


ate action on the resolution, but it 
went over on objections from Mr. Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire and Mr. Hoar 
of Massachusetts. The latter criticised 
the resolution as giving away the au- 
thority of the senate, and said he would 
propose an amendment with a view to 
having chapman punished unless 
he 


purged himself of contempt without 
reference to the question of .pardon. 


'Mr. Morgan • of 
Alabama made a 


statement relative to bis resolution on 
Cuba. He said the committee on for- 
eign relations at a meting had consid- 
ered the question of referring the reso- 
lution to the committee, and had not 
reached an agreement. 
The commit- 


tee desired, however, that the resolu- 
tion go over until noon the next day 
•with a view to having a statement of 
facts laid before the senate at that 
time. 
On Mr. Morgan's request the 


resolution went over.
